Bills Promptly 
From 10 to 25 Per Cent. | 


Santa Claus visited Grimsby citi- 
zens again this week, when Water | 
Commission in session on Tuesday 
evening, passed a motion increas- 
ing the discount rate, for prompt 
payment of water bills from the| 
customary 10 per cent to 25 per| 
cent 


This increase is retroactive to 
January 1st and is equivalent to a| 
reduction of water rates. 

A citizen who has been paying, 
say $3 every three months and 
took his discount for prompt pay- 
ment received 30 cents, or his 
actual water costs were $2.70. This 
same water user now will receive 
25 per cent prompt payment or 75 | 
cents instead of 30 centa. This in 
the course of a year would be a 
saving of $3 instead of $1.20. |
